in a 150-foot pine tree. Because 
of the thickness of the greenery 
they were unable to hit the bear 
while he was in the tree. 

In order to bring him down to 
ground-level, they pounded on 
the trunk with boulders. He was 
bagged at a range of 30 yards 
with a single arrow. 

Because of the wildness of the 
area, they skinned him out and 
left the carcass there. 

The local mountain area is par- 
ticularly suitable for bow hunt- 
ers, according to Mr. Horner, 

’ who owns Dee’s Archery, 1656 W. 
Foothill Blvd. Ever increasing 
population and the fire danger 


has forced rifle hunters out of 
the local area largely, leaving 


it to the archers. 

Mr. Horner has taken his deer 
for the past three years out of 
this region. The largest Black- 
tail deer in the country have been 
taken from these mountains for 
the past two years. Wayne Bran- 
don of Upland bagged the largest 
one last year, and Ray Torrey 
the year before. 

It is estimated that there are 
18,000 bow hunters in California. 
Locally, there are 50 members of 
the Ontarlo Bowmen, and _ 100 
members in the now inactive Val- 
ley Bow Hunters. Safetywise only 
one fatality is blamed on the 
bow-and-arrow method, in stark 
contrast to the lengthy figures 
yearly of hunting accidents. 

Local archery headquarters 
are at Dee’s Archery shop and 
range on Foothill Blvd. Mr. Hor- 
ner, a long time sportsman, took 
to bow hunting naturally, and got 
his business start by making his 
own arrows at his home in On- 
tario. Because of a zoning ruling, 
he moved his arrow factory to 
Upland. 

In addition to the shop here, 
there is a 300-foot range which 
is open to the public without 
charge.

Great Danger 
Seen In Drop 
Of Bomb Here 


Difficulty of the Upland civil 
defense force to cope with a 
great emergency was realizéd 
with the operation ‘‘Alert 1956” 
exercise last Friday. 

This comment came from Fire 
Chief James Paulin, assistant CD 
director. 

Up to now, Upland CD plans 
have been geared to a bomb drop 
not closer than 20 miles from 
this city. The presumed bomb 
drop on Ontario would have put 
Upland in a ‘“‘real serious spot’, 
Mr. Paulin said. 

Prevailing wind conditions on 
Friday would have spread fall 
out material as far north as 19th 
St. from the Ontario bomb drop 
at California Blvd. and Euclid 
Ave. This would have caused a 
serious evacuation problem be- 
sides lessening the effectiveness 
of the existing Upland CD pro- 
gram, according to Chief Paulin. 

Prior to the Ontario ‘‘drop’’ it 
was estimated that 10,000 refu- 
gees would have been dispersed 
in the Upland area, south of 
Foothill Blvd. These refugees 
would have reached Upland from 
a steady four-lane stream of fraf- 
fic on Foothill Blvd. from Los 
Angeles and the metropolitan 
area, where earlier drops were 
made. 

Prevailing winds usually fol- 
low a south-east direction above 
Upland, but on this day much 
of Upland also would have been 
covered with fallout material. 

“Weather conditions were fa- 
vorable for a drop this close,”’ 
Mr. Paulin said. 

Upland CD policy has favored 
the ‘‘duck-and-cover’’ method for 
local residents in the case of 
drops in the Los Angeles or San 
Bernardino-Riverside area. 

However, in the case of nearer | 
drops, this plan is outdated. Up- 
land CD officials expect to im- | 
prove the local program with a | 
plan for possible evacuation.

lt’s a long, long way from the 
Ozarks of Missouri to a Garden 
party at Buckingham palace and 
a visitors’ seat in tne Britisn 
House of Commons, but Mrs. 
Sam Weaver, daughter of a Bap- 
tist minister and former school 
teacher in her home state, has 
been there and a lot of other 
places besides. 

As the mother of a U.S. diplo- 
mat, Findley Weaver, she makes 
her home with her son and his 
family and for a number of years 
has travelled wherever they have 
gone. This has been to several 
places in South America, includ- 
ing Buenos Aires, his last post, 
to which she will soon return. 

She made it very plain that 
she has little interest in the pure- 
ly social side of life that is open 
to the family of a high placed U. 
S. representative. 

“My greatest interest is iff 
churches and children,’’ she said. 

A staunch Baptist, she attended 
the Methodist church in Buenos 
Aires because the church of her 
denomination isn’t represented 
there. She also attended other 
churches because of her deep in- 
terest in people. 

These visits make for some 
very jnteresting conversation. 

When she presented herself at 
a Moslem Mosque in London she 
found the building being repaired. 
Someone directed her to a house 
nearby where she went and told 
the priest she wished to attend 
the service. She said he was very 
courteous and invited her to 
come in the afternoon, to the 
residence which was being used 
temporarily. 

“Il asked if I should remove 
my shoes and he said that wasn’t 
a church. rule,’’ she said. ‘‘It 
was done to keep the church 
Shae. but, I could keep on my 


When she arrived the service 
was in progress and she was 
surprised to see there were no 
ladies present. She was treated 
with extreme courtesy and asked 
to remain to tea. 

The head priest pointed to one 
of thtee prophets in a_ picture 
and explained that he was. the 
one who was coming for every- 
one. 


Mrs. Weaver said, ‘‘Oh no 
Jesus is coming for us.” 
Their theological discussion 


was on friendly terms if not in 
agreement. 


“Where are the ladies?’’ she 
asked, 
“We invited them and I do 


not know why they didn’t come.” 

He failed to explain that ladies 
have no place in a mosque, as 
far as this writer has been able 
to learn. 

She declined the invitation to 
tea and said she would be glad 
to come again when ladies were 
present. She put out her hand 
and he said ‘‘We do not shake 
hands with ladies. When you 
come again I will tell you why.”’’ 

Mrs. Weaver said for the first 
and 
dropped her glove. He picked it 
up politely and handed it to her 
and she took it from him quickly 
without touching him and then 
they both laughed and parted. 

She says she has always found 
people very friendly and in South 
America where she travels on the 
city busses they are wonderful 
This’ way of travel she prefers, 
because it puts her in touch with 
people. 

One of her experiences in Eng- 
land serves best to demonstrate 
my belief that women of her 
type would make excellent inter- 
preters of our way of life. At an 
important luncheon one of Eng- 
land’s head men was speaking. 
He was telling of his experiences 
in America. Apparently he. had 
attended a women’s luncheon or 
some semi-public function.
